Eight British and two French ves-

to this effect was made today by the 
British admiralty, confirming reports 
which had been in circulation for some 
time that a German raider had once 
more penetrated the screen of allied 
warships and escaped to the open seas. 
So far as is shown by the British an- 
nouncement the raider is still at large. 
Apparently she has been operating off 
the coast of South America.

they might have all the flshlng and 
hunting to themselves. 
It had been 
suggested by some of these, he said, 
that the hunting license be Increased 
from one to five or ten dollars. 
The 
business 
importance 
of the 


meeting consisted in the adoption of 
certain measures recommended by the 
state fish and game association at its 
recent meeting in Springfield. 
Secre- 
tary Wlllts S. Holt was the delegate 
sent by the Lowell Fish and Game 
association and he brought back the 
news of the -convention, covering all 
of the business of 
the 
convention, 


briefly but comprehensively. 


President Simon B. Harris was in 


the chair last evening and presided 
with his usual grace and dignity. There 
was a somewhat lengthy discussion 
having'to do with the posting of land 
arid one of the subjects dealt with at 
considerable length was trespassing, 
Secretary Holt and others furnishing 
valuable information along these lines. 
Mr. .Holt said there wasn't any neces- 
sity for the wholesale posting of land, 
that ono sign is .as good as a thou- 
sand. 
There is a section in the fish and 
same laws having to do with tres- 
passing that is identical with the gen- 
eral law governing trespassing.and Mr. 
Holt said the matter of eliminating the 
section had been taken up, 'discussed 
and • approved by the Springfield con- 
vention, on'the ground that the'sec- 
tion as incorporated in the fish .ind 
game :laws' was superfluous. President 
Harris gave as his opinion that the 
section should be expunged from the 
fish and Kaiie laws as codified by the 
fish and game commission. There wj 
some opposition to this, but it was 
finally voted. 
Deputy State Warden 


Charles F. Morse of Chelmsford 
was 


opposed to the elimination of the sec- 
tion in question. 
Mr. Morse said that 


durjng hi« service as warden he had 
pursued the lino of education rather 
than persecution or prosecution, and 
he did not want to interfere with-any 
man's pleasure or pastime. 
Neither 


dld-he believe that we should have un- 
necessary .laws governing hunting and 
fishing, but he believed tho section "in 
questibn should remain a part and par- 
cel of the flsh and game laws inas- 
much as it was necessary to provide 
some p,enalty"i6r the wilful'violation 
of 
the 
other 
fellow's rights.

said that the cutting out of- the sec- 
tion would take just so much power 
away from the state fish and. game 
comrni'sslon.

He said the only way to replen- 


ish the flsh is to assist in giving the 
authorities the necessary money With 
which to keep things'going. He pre- 
saged that the price would increase, 
rather than decrease. 
He hoped that 


the association would vote In accord 
with the . sentiment expressed at the 
Springfield convention, which was in 
favor of the combination license. 


It was stated that in Vermont there 
is a combination license and also sep- 
arate licenses for fishing a.nd hunting. 
The combination license costs ?!;. the 
hunting license alone costs 60 cents 
and the fishing- license 40 cents.

Fisher objected to the separate licenses 
on the ground that the city or town 
clerks would receive 15 cents on each 
license and there would be very little 
left,.lie said, for the" state. 


William McCarthy, treasurer of -the 


Lowell Fish and Game association, ex-

country's population at this rate was, 
increasing1 1:1 per cent, annually. The 
lowest birth, rate found was 21J1 in 
JIaipe and:-the highest J6.7 in Con- 
necticut 
and . Massachusetts. 
The 


death rate ranges from 10.1 in Min- 
nesota .to. 16.1 .in New.Hampshire. The 
greatest excess of birth over death;—. 
14.1 a 
thousand—was 
in 
Minnesota 


and the smallest—5.5 
a 
thousand— 


was in Maine. 


An astonishing preponderance 
of 


births is revealed among the. foreign 
born population. In Connecticut where 
in I f l O approximately 30 per cent, of 
the population was foreign born, the 
children born of foreign parents com- 
prised 68 per cent, of the total.

the governor's suggestions in regard 
to the payment of old-age pensions- 


Go v. McCall said in his 
inaugural 


message that the state might consider 
tiie possibility of 
paying an annual 


pension of not less than ?65 to every 
person in the commonwealth more than 
70 years old who lived in the state 
not less than 10 years and has no 
income or relatives who can support 
him. 


Mr. Gettemy's tabulations 
of 
the 


census of 1915 have not proceeded far 
enough for him to determine how 
many persons had then reached the 
ago of 70, but in 
previous censuses 


the proportion of such persons to the 
total number of persons in the, state 
was 3." per cent. 
As this percentage 


has not varied much in earlier cen- 
suses, he a,pplies it to the total popu- 
lation of the state in 1915 — 3,693,olO — 
and obtains 11S.1S6 as the number of 
persons, 70 years' old or older, in the 
state in 19]?. 


Mr. Gettemy's 
inquiry in obedi- 


ence to the request of the legislature 
of 1914 showed that of the total num- 
ber of persons in the. state who were 
65 years old or older in 1915. 94.9 per 
cent had lived in the state at least 10 
years.

age to the total mimber of persons 70 
years old or older and reaches the 
conclusion that.

are now eligible for membership in the 
convention. 
This inquirv has been opened be- 


cause of the doubt as to the elibibiltty 
of the officers mentioned above. 
The 


state constitution provides that 
the 


governor, lieutenant governor and the 
judges of the supreme court shall hold 
no office or place under the authority 
of the commonwealth, except such as 
by the constitution they are admitted 
to hold. As the constitution does not 
anywhere 
mention 
a 
constitutional 


convention, some people believe that 
the governor, lieutenant governor and 
the fudges of the supreme court can- 
not sit in the convention. 
There is a statute which 
forbids 


members of the general court to draw- 
more than one salary from the com- 
monwealth. The senators and repre- 
sentatives would like to know whether 
the pay received by the delegates to 
the constitutional 
convention will be 


salary or merely compensation; appar- 
ently the eligibility of the members of 
the general court depends on the term 
used to define the pay received by 
the delegates to the convention. 


Mr. YVolcott's order, which was re- 


ferred to the committee on rules, is 
designed to clear away these doubts.

ing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and state regulative bodies. He

certain measures recommended by the 
state fish and game association at its 
recent meeting in Springfield. Secre- 
tary Willis S. Holt was the delegate 
Sieht by .the Lowell Flsh and Game 
association and he brought back the 
news of the convention, covering all 
of the business 
of 
the 
convention, 


briefly but 
comprehensively. 


President Simon B. Harris was in 


t.he chair last evening and presided 
with his usual grace and dignity. There 
was a somewhat lengthy discussion 
having to do with thc posting of land 
and one of the subjects dealt with at 
considerable 
length was trespassing, 


Secretary Molt and others furnishing 
valuable information along these lines 
Mr. Holt said there wasn't any neces- 
sity for the wholesale posting of land, 
that one sign is as good as a thou- 
sand. 
There is a section in the flsh and 


same laws having to do with tres- 
passing that is identical with the gen- 
eral law governing trespassing and Mr. 
Holt said tho matter of eliminating the 
section had been taken up, discussed 
and approved by tho Springfield con- 
vention, on tho ground that the sec- 
tion UK incorporated 
in the fish .ind 


Kame laws was superfluous. President 
Harris gave as his opinion that the 
section should be expunged from the 
fish and game laws as codified by the 
fish and game commission.

man's pleasure or pastime.

did he believe that we should have un- 
necessary lawa governing hunting and 
fishing, but he believed the section In 
question should remain a, part and par- 
cel of the flsh and game laws inas- 
much as it was necessary to provide 
some penalty for thc wilful violation 
of

said that the cutting out of the sec- 
tion would take just so much power 
away from the state flsh and game 
commission.

free, and suid there was no such a 
thing au a hunter's license until the 
legislature, In its wisdom, came to the 
conclusion that the hunter should have 
something with him that would iden- 
tify him. 
Mr. Harris said, very em- 


phatically too, that a, fishing license 
would bo a. system of double tax- 
ation. 
Ex-Senator 
Fisher, who is also a 


member of the association, difiered 
with President Harris, not on funda- 
mental principles, but in other ways. 
He believed that the man who wanted 
to flsh and who enjoyed fishing, ought 
not to kick on paying for the privi- 
lege. 
He said the only way to replen- 


ish the flsh is to assist In giving the 
authorities the necessary money with 
which to keep things going. He pre- 
saged that the price would increase, 
rather than' decrease. 
He hoped that 


the association would vote in accord 
with the sentiment expressed at the 
Springfield convention.

is a combination license and also sep- 
arate licenses for fishing and hunting 
The combination license costs 51; 'he 
hunting license alone costs 60 cent 
and the fishing license 40 cents.

rate is higher and the birth rate low- 
er than among the white.

and the District of 
Columbia. 
The 


figures are the first federal birth sta- 
tistics ever published. 


In the states given the birth rate 


was 24.'.i a thousand and 
the 
death 


rate 3-1 a thousand. 
Without considering migration, the 


country's population at this rate was 
increasing 1.1 per cent, annually. The 
lowest birth rate found was 31.1 in 
Maine and the highest 
26.7 in Con- 


necticut 
and 
Massachusetts. 
The 


death rate ranges from 10.1 in Min- 
nesota to 16.1 in New Hampshire. The 
greatest excess of birth over death— 
14.4 
a 
thousand—was 
in Minnesota 


and the smallest—5.5 
a 
thousand- 


was in Maine. 


An astonishing 
preponderance 
of 


births is revealed among the foreign 
born population. In Connecticut where 
in U'-IO approximately :!0 per cent, of 
the population was foreign born, the 
children born of foreign parents com- 
prised 63 per cent, of the, total.
